Discussion  of  Test  Results 

Cotton  Division  laboratories  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  report 
short  staple  average  fiber  length  from  the  Southwest  to  be  shorter  and 
less  uniform  than  a year  ago.  Cottons  are  finer  and  fiber  strength  is 
stronger  at  zero  gage  tests.  Shirley  Analyzer  nonlint  content  is  lower 
than  a year  ago.  Yarns  spun  from  these  samples  show  yarn  strength  to  be 
weaker.  Yarn  appearance  grades  are  lower.  Yarn  imperfections  are 
fewer  than  a year  ago. 

Medium  staple  samples  tested  from  the  Southwest  show  cotton  fibers  to 
be  finer  and  stronger  than  a year  ago  at  this  stage  of  the  harvest. 

Picker  and  card  waste  is  higher  than  a year  ago.  Yarns  spun  from  these 
samples  show  lower  appearance  grades  than  a year  ago.  Yarn  imperfections 
are  fewer. 


These  reports  are  published  bi-weekly  during  the  harvesting  season  and 
will  be  summarized  in  a comprehensive  report  at  the  end  of  the  crop 
year.
